County Schools In Financial Trouble,Baker Says 


The Coffee County Com- 


mission met on Monday, 


February 26, at the Court- 
house in Elba, andheardSupt, 
of Education Jimmy Baker 
State ‘There is absolutely 
no way the Coffee County 
School system can operate 
in an acceptable way unless 
the commission adjusts the 
tax millage to prevent a 
big loss in Ad Valorem 


tax money.” 
“It is a grave matter,” 
stated Baker at the 


meeting, ‘‘the state is pro- 
rating funds to all school 

system and the cutback 
will cost us over $110,000 
in budgeted money of the 
money lost, $91,000 must 
be replaced with local funds 
due to restrictions placed 
on the prorationing. We will 
have to transfer 39% of the 
money from another fund 
to meet the loss.” 

“Other systems have ac- 
cess to other sources of 
funds,” added Baker, “but 
all we use is Ad Valorem tax, 
The state passed an amend- 
ment to cut the tax and 
it will hurt us, We will 
not have any money to open 
Schools next fall, If we do 
open we will have to borrow 
money to meet our payrolls. 
My obligation is to protect 
education in this county and 


unless the taxes aren’t cut 


we'll be in trouble.” 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer told Supt. Baker that 
the county was in a similiar 
plight financially and Comm. 


Rex Boutwell told Baker it 


appeared the schools would 
receive 15% of the Ad Val- 
orem tax money it received 


R 
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last year, 

“If the millage rate is 
kept at the present leve!, and 
not adjusted,’? said Baker, 
‘we will have practically no 
money, We took steps to cut- 
back last October, but you 
can cut so far without hurting 
the educational program, 
If you don’t pave roads this 
year you can go back next 
year and fix’em. But, ifa 
child misses a year of 
quality education he will nev- 
er catch up. I feel the pa- 
rents should know we’re 
facing a serious problem 
in education. I recommended 
the Ad Valorem tax be ad- 
justed so that there may 
no loss in tax money,” 

“This is the worst piece 
of legislation that has ever 
passed the state,’’ declared 
Baker, ‘and the people just 
don’t realize the damaging 
effect it will have on every- 
one, There may be a little 
relief, but it will only be 
token aid. There is not 
enough money in the state 
to make up for the loss, If 
it wasn’t for Federal Aid 
we could not afford to keep 
our acredited schools, There 
is just no way we can 
operate if we have a big 
cut in local funds,” 

Monday’s meeting began 
at 10:00 a.m, with all com- 
missioners present except 
Comm, Jack Hornsby, Pre- 
sent were Don Smith, Rex 
Boutwell, Bennie Beckham, 
Max Reeves and Gilmer 
Grant. 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins told the commission, 
“Our roads are going to 
pieces, Roads 14, 43, 


i ee 
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45 and 55 are in terri- 
ble shape and something 
must be done now. If work 
isn’t done soon we’ll lose 
the roads, If they aren’t 
fixed we’ll have no choice 
except to plow’em up! 

Mr. Mullins reported to 
fix the roads would require 
3,400 tons of plant mix 
atacost of $100,000. 

“We're going to have to 
do something,’’? repeated Mul- 
lins, “we’re getting more 
complaints about paved roads 
than we are about dirt roads,” 

The commission told Mul- 
lins to continue patching the 
roads until more highway 
funds become available, 
In other action, Mullins told 
the Commission: 

***the county had to move 
a hog-parlor to improve a 
road and that the wood was 
not good enough to re-build 
the parlor. The commission 
told Mullins to buy new wood 
and rebuild the parlor, 

***the Highway Department 
needed to purchase or lease 
a new loader and two new 
dump trucks (the commission 
instructed Mullins to check 
leasing the equipment and to 
get proposals); 

“that the Soil and Con- 
servation Department will 
do erosion work at Martin- 
Moates Road: 

***it would cost $1810 to 
purchase a pump and sprayer 
to be used in weed control; 
***the transmission had been 
fixed on a front-end loader; 
***and, was told that 
over $150,000 in funds 
was available to begin work 
on a new bridge to replace 
Cole’s Bridge.

REACTING TO 
ACCIDENTS 


Knowing the following 
pointers on what to do 
about car accidents may 
save someone's life. Maybe 
yours. 

The most important 
things to remember when a 
serious accident occurs are 
don't panic, think what 
needs to be done in logical 
order and don’t try to be a 
hero. 

If you are the first to 
arrive at the scene of a bad 
accident, don't park behind 
the wreck or on the oppo- 
site side of the road. Pull 
safely off the road several 
yards beyond the accident 
and turn on your flashers. If 
it’s safe, reduce the chance 
of fire by turning off the 
ignitions of the wrecked 
cars. 

Check to see if anyone is 
not breathing and look for 
severe bleeding. Ask the in- 
jured where they hurt. But 
don't move the victims un- 
less absolutely necessary— 
moving could be fatal to 
them. An exception would 
be if the car is burning or 
there is some other imme- 
diate danger. Call for help, 
and sear:l the area for 
victims who might have 
been thrown from the cars. 

If breathing has stopped, 
trained personnel should im- 
mediately give mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, 

To stop bleeding press 
directly against the wound 
with a clean cloth, Keep the 
pressure on till the bleeding 
stops. Don’t apply a tour- 
niquet unless it’s absolutely 
necessary—it could lead to 
loss of a limb.

Deborah May, age 23, was 
rushed to the local hospital 
Wednesday morning with a 
gunshot wound in the neck, She 
was later transferred to Bap- 
tist Hospital in Montgomery by 
a unit ofthe Elba Rescue 
Squad, 

Elba police report Miss 
May was apparently suffering 
from a self-inflicted gunshot 
from a 22 caliber pistol. They 
report that the shot was 
lodged against her spine, and, 
possibly causing paralysis. 

Miss May was not a 
native of the Elba area and 
was living with friends on 
Taylor Mill Road, within the 
city limits,

Blackmon had gone to the 
Riverside Restaurant and 
gotten a man to call the police 
and report the shooting, 

Police arrived to find Mor- 
ris on the floor in a back 
room with a shotgun wound 
in the neck, He apparently 
died instantly. A 12-gauge 
Single shot shotgun was lying 
on an open sofa bed in the 
front room of the house, It 
had been fired recently of- 
ficers said and they removed 
a spent shell from the gun, 

Morris and Reeves were 
friends but had had some 
trouble in past months, Reeves 
Suffered a cut on his back 
that took multiple stitches to 
repair several weeks ago and 
he charged Morris with 
cutting him, The case was 
heard in District Court the 
day court was held on the 
courthouse steps, Reeves 
asked that the charges be 
dropped, “because they were 
friends and he didn’t want 
Morris to lose his job.’’ Not- 
ing the seriousness of the act, 
Judge McAiley refused to allow 
him to drop the charges and 
heard the case,

witnessed the shooting and 
took several shots at the 
assailant, said the man fired 
at him twice, At first, Weeks 
could only tell officers that 
it was a black man in an old 
blue car, He said he knew 
him, but couldn’t remember 
the name, Later, he remem- 
bered the name, and officers 
immediately went to the farm 
of his parents, where he 
lived alone in a small house, 
Magwood was arrested with- 
out any resistance, and after 
questioning in the Elba 
courthouse, was taken to the 
Pike County jail in Troy 
where he remains at press 
time, 


Weeks said the car had 
been setting in front of the 
jail for about 15 minutes 
before the Sheriff arrived, 
It was parked just to the 
right of the main gate. 
Grantham parked his car 
across the street in front 
of Attorney Bill Stokes’ of- 
fice and walked to a garbage 
can at the extreme right of 
the fenced jail yard and to 
the right of the blue car, 
Weeks said the assailant got 
out of his car, walked around 
and met Grantham near the 
right side of his car and shot 
him in the chest, neck and 
head at close range. Accord- 
ing to Weeks, the man wield- 


“Sing the death gun came back 


around his car to the driver’s 
door and took a couple of 
shots at him, standing in the 
door of the jail, One shot 
struck the door facing about 
four feet high. Weeks said 
he had grabbed a gun when 
he heard the shots and shot 
several times at the killer, 
who backed out and drove 
off towards the East (or to 
the left), 


Grantham was rushed to 
the Elba General Hospital by 


the Elba Rescue Squad, but 
was pronounced dead on ar- 


rival, Weeks and Jailer John 
Barnes had summoned help 
and law officers fanned out 
over the county setting up 
road blocks, with the inform- 
ation that the Sheriff had 
been shot by a young black 
man driving an old blue car, 
Law enforcement officers 
from surrounding towns and 
counties responded 
diately, and within minutes 
every road and pig trail 
leaving Coffee County was 
covered by roadblocks, List- 
ening to the activities on the 
police radio, observors were 
amazed at the instant reaction 
and the unrehearsed profic- 
iency that was evident in the 
thirty minutes that elapsed 
between the shooting and the 
arrest of the suspect, 


When officers started 
pouring in to assist, a radio 
call from the Trooper station

in Dothan suggested that out- 
Siders ‘ring Coffee County’’ 
and let internal officers 
handle the search, This was 
done and no one was stumbl- 
ing over another enforce- 
ment officer, 


When Weeks remembered 
a name to put with his de- 
Scription of the hunted man, 
Several carloads of officers 
converged on the farm, How- 
ever, Magwood reportedly saw 
them coming after they had 
Surrounded the house, and as 
one officer said, he yelled 
“Here I am, police, on the 
porch.” He was unarmed when 
State Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth arrested him and hand- 
cuffed him with handcuffs 
belonging to Elba policeman 
Buddy King, 

Officers obtained a search 
warrant for the small house 
Magwood occupied several 
hundred yards up a dead-end 
road, and found several guns 
and extra ammunition, They 
reportedly found a 38-caliber 
revolver on the sofa in the 
living room, believed to be 
the murder weapon, The 
blue car setting in front of 
the house fit the description 
of the killer’s car as given 
by eye witnesses, 


Unconfirmed reports indi- 
cate that law officers found 
several notes in the house 
with names of court officials 
and Elba businessmen, Offi- 
cers have not explained why 
they feel that at least one of 
the lists was a ‘‘hit list,” 
However, they have confirmed 
that Sheriff Grantham’s name 
was on at least one of the lists, 


Magwood had recently at- 
tempted to file several law-
